Wbat is it Like? 



It was during the grout Reform agit- 
ation in England that "runch" ropre- 
Heutncl one London "cabby" aa asking 
auotlicr, "Wliat is tho Reform Bill 
' like? Anything like boor, for instance?" 
It seems not impossible that, amid the 
interminable and irreconcilable contro- 
versy and misrepresentation, some 
people's notions as to what "IMackeu- 
zie's Railway Policy" really is may not 
be very much clearer than tho London 
"cabby's" was with respect to tho great 
EbformjBill. A brief summary of what 
that policy is may not, therefore, bo con- 
sidered ill-timed. The preamble to 
tho Bill of last session, entitled "The 
Canadian Pacific Railway Act, IST-i," 
recites tho treaty obligations to build 
tho railway. This should, of itself, con- 
stitute a sufficiently conclusive an- 
swer to all tho blatant clap-trap one 
msets with in the Opposition press 
about the present Administration vio- 
lating tho national faith and repudiat- 
ing the national obligation in this re- 
spect. Mr. Mackenzie's Bill re-enacts 
that obligation. It does more. It re- 
cites-that irapossiblo proviso in the old 
Act about building the railway without 
incTBasing taxation; but it recites it 
for tlie purpose of modification — in 
ofd'er' Wat taxation maj be increased 
to.build.the railway I Section 1 en- 
acts that a railway.liii' W called the 
"Canadian Pacific Railway," shall he 
made from some point near to and 
Bopith 'pf Lake Nipissing to some point 
in'Stitish Oolumbia on the Pacific 
Ocean^f^d points and the course of the 
line to be determined by the G-oyern- 
or in Council. Sections 2, 3, and i 
divide the road into four sections and 
define the sections tho same as in tho 
old Act. Section 5 enacts that "A 
line of electric telegraph shall be con- 
structed in advaiice of the said Rail- 
way and branches, along their whole 
extent respectively, as soon as practi- 
cable after the location of tho line 
shall have been detcrmiucd upon." 
Sections G and 7 fix tho giuigo of tho 
Railway at four feet eight inches and a 
half (same as in former Act) and rele- 
gate to the Executive Council Chamber 
all questions of gradients.works.'oquip- 
ment and tho like. Section 8 provides 
for the Governor in Council subdivid- 
ing tho road into smaller sections, giv- 
ing the same out by contract to an 
incorporated company or companies, 
but only after tenders for the same 
shall have been publicly invited; to 
pay to such company or companies 
not more than flO,000 and twonth 
thousand acres of land in re.spect of 
each mile of railway, but interest at 
the rate of four per cent, per annum 
for twenty-five years from tho comple- 
tion of the work, on a sum (to bo stat- 
ed in the contract) for each mile of the 
sectibri or sub-^ection contracted for, 
may be paid to the contractors; 
andj generally, to do and cause to bo 
done all things requisite and necessary 
to be dohe for the purpose of carrying 
out the undertaking. Section 9 con- 
tains general proviaions as to offences 
against penal clauses of "Railway Act, 
1868." Section 10 provides that in 
ovory contract entered into for tho 
construction of the said railway or any 
portion thereof, tho Government shall 
reserve the right of purchase, subject 
to Parliamentary sanction; and section 
11 enacts that ovory contract on tho 
niiiin lino must 1)0 sauotiunod by Par- 
liament. Tho G.>vornmout take power 
in section V2to construct any 
portion of tho railway as a pub- 
lic work. Soctiou 13 rolatos tu 
the construction of tho Geor- 
gian Bay branch. In soelion 14 it in 
provided that tho Governor in Coun- 
cil may grant such bonuses and subsi- 
dies "to any company, not exceeding 
twelve thousand dollars per mile, as 
■will secure the construction of the 
braiioii lines; but such grants shall 
only tie operative after ratification by 
Parliamept. Section 15 providos for 
leasing, subject to the approval of 
Parliament^ - any portion made by 
Government.. Section 16 relates to the 
P.©mbina branch, which may be con- 
Btruoted' either by private enterprise 
or as a feovemmont work.' Section 17 
provides that "The Governor, by Or- 
der in Council, shall have the right to 
dotermino the time wh'en the works on 
each section or siib-se'clibn of the said 
Railway shall be commoncod, pro- 
ooodcd with, and coinplotod." Sootions 
18 and 19 define the goyreysj and duties of 
the Minister of P'ubiio^orks in the pro- 
miseBliiCat ia provided by soction 20 tlint 
"The Governor in Oounoil shall liavo tlio 
powe«at any time to suHpand tho i)ro- 
gress work uulil tho thou next ses- 

(ion of Patlfiitoont.", Section* 21 and ii 



provide for the application and treatment 
of monies raised for the.putpoae8 of the 

said Railway. 

Such is ft brief summary of Mr. Miic- 
kenzio's Eailwoy Act, which is his Rail- 
way Policy. It differs from that of tho 
previous Administration in the following 
important particulars: TJbe' inoonBlBtent 
restriction to increased taxation is Aodifi- 
od ; tho Qovernmont take power to havo 
tho work carried out either by private en- 
torpriao or as a Dominion public work; a 
telegraph line is to bo built in advanco of 
tho Railway; no time is fixed for thocom- 
moucement or complotion of tho Railway. 
It will ba roadily ndmiitod that, iii ovory 
instance savo ono, these chaugos nro for 
tho bettor; aud.iuaamuch as the time limit 
of tho old Act proved only a dolusiou 
aud a snare, wo are not sure that this 
change also is not for the better. Theohief 
groimd of opposition to it in Parliament 
was its excassive liberality. Dr. Tupper 
a iclarad it to be ruinously liberal; Mr. 
D^Cosmos pronounced U better than the old 
one. Summing up a review of it. our local 
contomnornry said:— "ON THE WHOLE 
WE THINK THE SCHEME OF THE 
PRESENT GO^TiRNMENT A VERY 
MUCH BETTER ONE THAN THAT O t^ 
THE MACDONALU ADMINISTRA- 
TION." Now tho Siinio papor howls 
about "repudiation." Yet Mr. Macken- 
zie's Railway policy is unchanged. It 
romains just what it was when the above 
quoted words were written, with this in 
its favor, that the aurveya essential to car- 
rying it out have bean prosecuted, with 
vigor, and tenders have been received for 
tho constrtiction of the telegraph line. ^ ■ 



At Ottawa. 



"Rollo" writeSjUnder date July 21st 
as follows; — 

The Capit.u., July 21, 1874. 
De.\r Guardian: — Tho accounts giv- 
en in the Columbian papers which 
have recently arrived here of tho pub- 
lic meetings held at Westaninster and 
Yale, and of tho resolutions passed 
thereat, touching the action of tho Do- 
minion and Local Governmeuta rela- 
tive to tho Pacific Railway, havo given 
now impetus to tho discussions, through 
the Press of these Provinces, upon what 
may perhaps be called the principal 
Canadian question of the day. It is 
scarcely necessary to say how and in 
what different moods this news is re- 
ceived and commented on. Minister- 
ialists, of course, triumph over it. Op- 
positionists, it is scarcely necessary to 
say, make as little of it as iiossible. 
There is no doubt that those evidences 
of rationality on tho part of the pooi)lo 
on tho Mainland are doing much to 
retrieve the character of Columbia 
among people generally in this quarter. 
There was much need; for after the ac- 
tion of tho Local Government in vir- 
tually rejecting and actually slighting 
tho projjosals of the Dominion Pre- 
mier; in determining to despatch one 
of its own number, Mr. Walkem, to 
England with a ridiculous and queru- 
lous charge against the Canadian 
Government; and after the public 
uioeting in Victoria to sustain tho ho- 
cal Administration and jictition the 
Queen on its behalf ; it had really be- 
come a question whether tho Colum- 
bians had become quite bereft of their 
senses or not. 

Whilst I write, Mr. Walkem still re- 
mains at Ottawa. Ho seems to bo on 
the best of terms and in Ultimate dai- 
ly intercourse with those of tho ^linis- 
ters who have ha2)]K)ned to bo in tin.' 
capital doing bis sojourn hero. It is 
known, too, that several formal con- 
sultations have taken place between 
hiiu and Ministers; but the results 
havo not been made public. I cannot 
but suspect that Mr. Walkem finds 
himself in a very vexatious quandary. 
Those who know Mr. Mackenzie will 
not suspecthim of retreating from the 
position betook up when recnlling ^Ir. 
Edgar from the Paeilic Coast. The 
Attorney-General must know that his 
trip to England, if even carried out, 
will prove an utterly futile ono, so far 
as tho avowed object of it is to be con- 
sidered. I am strongly of tlio ojjiuion 
that he would now gladly accojit of tho 
terms proposed through ]Mr. Edgar; 
but — that would involve an ajipcal to 
the electors of Oolumbia, the very dif- 
ficulty of all others to be avoided. 
Truly his position is a quandary.

Messrs. Simmsand Bolasco 
wore also vory good in their parts. Tho 
curtain rang down amidst a storm of ap- 
plause.. . .To-morrow night "Dot" (one of 
Mrs. Stone's great oharaoters) will bo 
played.

[From the numcwiiril Mftll.) 

The following strange story has boon 
commuuicated to tho Indian papers: 
"We had left Colomba in the steamer 
Strathowen, had roviuded Galle, and 
wore well in the bay, with our course 
laid for jMadras, steaming over a calm 
and tranquil sea. About an hour be- 
fore sunset on the 10th of May we saw 
ou our starboard beam and about two 
miges off a small schooner lying bocalni- 
ed. There was nothing in her appear- 
auco or position to excite remark, but 
as we came up with her I lazily exa- 
jniuod her with my biuocular.aad then 
noticed between us, but nearer her, a 
long, low swelling lying on the sea, 
which from its colour and shape; I took 
to bo a bank of seaweed. As 1 wat(di- 
ed the mass, hither to at rest on tlioquiot 
sea, was set in motion. It struck tho 
schooner, which visibly reeled, and 
then righted. Immediately afterwards 
tho masts swayed sideways, and with 
my glass I coulil clearly discern tho 
enormous mass and tho hull of the 
schooner coalascing — I can think of 
no other term. Judging from tbe ex- 
claniaLions, tho other gazers must have 
witnessed the same ap])oaranco. Al- 
most immediately after the collision 
and coalescence tho schooner's masts 
swayed towai-ds us, lower and lower; 
the Vessel was on her beam-ends, lay 
there a few seconds, and disappeared, 
the masts righting as she sank, and 
the main exhibiting a reversed ensign 
struggling toward its ])eak. A cry of 
horror rose from the lookers ou, and, 
as by instinct, our sliip's head was at 
once turned toward tho scene, which 
was no <v marked by the forms of those 
battling for life — the sole survivors of 
the pretty little schooner which only 
liO minutes before floated on tho smooth 
sea. As soon as the poor fellows wore 
able to tell their story they nstouishcd 
us with the assortion that their vessel 
had been submerged by a gigantic cut- 
tlo-iisb or calomary. the animal which 
in a smaller form, attracts so much at- 
tention in tho Brighton aquarium as 
the oetupus. Each narrator had his 
version of tlie story, but in the main all 
the narratives tallied so remarkably as 
to leave no doubt of tho fact. As soon 
as he was at leisure, I prevailed on tho 
fikipper to give mo his written account 
of the disaster, and I havo now much 
pleasure in sending you a copy of his 
narrative : — 

"I was lately tho skipper of the 
Pearl schooner, 150 tons, as tight a lit- 
tle craft as over sailed the seas, with a 
cn-ew of six men. AVo wero bound 
from the IMiiunlius for Rangoon in 
ballast, to return with paddy, and had 
put in at Galle for water. Three days 
out we fell becalmed in tho bav (lat. 
8 50 N. long. 1 45 E.) On theioth of 
May, ab(nit 5 p.m., — eight Ijells I 
know bad gone— we sighted a two- 
masted screw on our port quarter, 
livo or six miles off. Very soon after, as 
wo laj' motionless, a great mass rose 
slowly out of the sea alxjut half a mile 
oil' ou our larboard side, and remained 
spread out, as it were, and stationary; it 
looked like tho back of a huge whale, but 
it sloiicd less, and was of a brownish co- 
lor; oTun at that distance it seemed nnich 
longer than our craft, and it scorned to be 
basking in the sun. 

' What's that?' 1 sung out to tha first 
mate. 

'Blost if I knows; barring it* size oolor 

and shape, it might bo a whale,' replied 
Tom Scott. 

"It ain't tho sea sarpont,' said one of tho 
crow, 'for he's too round for th.'it 'ero 
orittnr.' 

"I wont into the cabin for my ritlo, and 
as I was preparing to tire Bill Darling, a 
Newfoundlander, came on deck, and look- 
ing at the monster, ezolaimed, putting 
up his hand, 'Have a care master; that 
ero is a squib and will capsize us if you 
hurt hiui.' 

"Smiling at the idea, I lot fly and hit 
him, and with that iio .shook; thero was a 
groat ripple all round him, and ho began 
to move. 

" 'Out with all your axes and knives,' 
shouted Bill, 'and cut at any port of him 
that comes aboard; look olive, and Lord 

help us!' 

"Not aware of the danger, and novor 
having seen or heard of such a monster, I 
gave no orders, and it was no use touch- 
ing the helm or ropes to get out of the 
way. 

By this time, throe of tho crow. Bill 
included, had found axes, and one had a 
rusty cutlass, and all were looking over 
tho ship's side at tho advancing UKJnster. 
Wo could now .SCO a bugo oijlong mass 
moving by jerks just under tho surface of 
tho water, and an enormous train follow- 
ing; tho oblong body was, at least half tho 
si'/o of our vessel in length and just as 
thick; tho wako or train might have boon 
101) feet long. 

"In tho timothat I have taken to writo 
this tho brute struck us, and tin; ship 
quivered under the thud; in another mo- 
ment, monstrous arms like trees aoi/.cd 
the vessel and she heeled over; in another 
moment, tho monster was on board, and 
siiuoe/.od in between the two masts, Bill 
screaming, 'Slash for your lives;' but all 
of our slashin,g was of no avail, f(jr the 
brute holding on by his amis slii)pcil his 
body overboard, and i.mlled tho viissel 
down with him on hor beam onda; wo 
wero thrown into tho water at onco, and 
just as I wont over I caught sight of one 
of tho crow, either Bill or Tom Fielding, 
squashed up between tho masts and one 
of these awful arms; for a fow seconds our 
ship lay on hor bcinm-jnd:;; then lillod and 
went down; another of the crew must 
have been sucked down, for you only 
picked up five; tho rest you know. I con t 
toll who ran up the ensign.

MR. OliADSTONE'S RETURN. 

Itlr. Gladstone is himself again. 
Achilles probably felt it very dull in 
liis tent, and his sorrow for tho death 
of Patroftlus was probably not umniu- 
gled with satisfaction at tho excuse it 
all'orded for his re-appearance in tho 
field of battle. So, if reports aro true, 
Mr. Gladstono lias found tho duty of 
classical literature at Hawardon, to 
which lio IkuI announced the inten- 
tion of devoting himself during the 
roiuaiuder of tho session, to hang 
heavy on hand. As I tliink I have al- 
ready told you, persons who are in his 
confidence had stated after tho defeat 
of the late Ministry that tho Liberal 
jiarty "had got to bo j)uuished" for 
its disloyalty, and part of that punish- 
p.iont cdnsisted in the refusal of Mr. 
Gladstono either to act as leader of 
tho Opposition or to resign his loader- 
ship. But tho policy of abstention has 
iKjt been a success, as happily it novor 
is in this country. The ox-Promior 
soou found out he had made ,a mistake 
in refusing to share the fortunes of his 
followers in adverse as well as in pros- 
perous times. Somehow or other tho 
party got on without iMr. Gladstone; 
and,' as soon as this was discovered, 
Mr. Gladstone found ho could not got 
ou without his party. Likomostmon, 
liowever, who havo made a false step, 
Mr. Gladstone could not make up his 
mind to ackniiwlodgo openly that ho 
had been wrong, it was almost in- 
cumbent on him, as leader of tho Op- 
position, to bo present and speak on 
tho Home Rule debate. The obliga- 
tion was the more essential from tho 
fact that his ill-advised allusion to tho 
neccissity of diminishing tho area of 
Purliaineutary jurisdiction, on tho eve 
of the late election, had been taken ae 
an encouragement to the Home Bulers. 
But to have left his retirement and 
taken ])art in the Homo Rulo debate 
would havo been a sort of acknow- 
ledgement tliat he had abdicated his 
duties as leader without sufliciont 
cause; and so Mr. Gladstono, noGwith- 
standing all the representations of his 
frieud.s, refused to leave Hawardon 
whilo u proposal alVecting tho fate of 
the Empire was under discussion. It 
was taken for granted he would not 
ro-appear in Parliament before the 
(dose of the session, when suddenly 
tho political world was set wondering 
by an announcement which appeared 
in last Sunday's "Observer" to tho ef- 
fect that Mr. Gladstone would resume 
his position as leader of tho Opposi- 
tion on the following day and would 
take part in the debates on tho Scotch 
Patronage and the Public Worship 
Bill. Tho announcement proved cor- 
rect, and all this week we havo had 
Mr. Gladstono at his post, oppcsing 
the ecclesiastical policy of the Gov- 
ernment with a vi{]|our that he has 
seldom surpassed in mundane mat- 
ters. 

BIS ECOLESUflTIOAL DI VS. 

Tlio truth is that theological contro- 
vorsies havo always had a peculiar fas- 
einalion for Mr. Gladstone's mind. 
There is a good doid of truth in tho 
cynical remark attributed to Mr. Ber- 
nal Osborne, that an excellent preach- 
er was lost when I\Ir. Gladstono took 
to Parliament instead of the pulpit. 
His oratory was always a sormon of 
the "dearly beloved brethren" stylo, 
and lawn sleeves would bocome him 
wonderfully. All tho extraordinarily 
subtle ingenuity of his intellect, his 
love for sonorous diction, his dislike to 
iiurd facts, his preference for emotion- 
al to logical arguments, are all shown 
to the utmost advantage when ho is 
discussing an ecclesiastical topic. More- 
over, his mind, powerful and vigorous 
enough as it is in may respects, has never 
quite sui'ceedeil in throwing ofT the 
inlluonces of tho Tractarian suhool of 
thought, of which, in his yoimgerdays, 
ho -was an ardent adherent, I am con- 
vinced thero is no truth for the idle re- 
p(n-ts of Mr. Gladstone having become 
a llumiin Catholic. If ho had, ho 
w(nild be the lii's' to avow his change 
of faith; but he has always had a groat 
tenderness for tho Anglican l)ranch of 
tho Church of England, and has pro- 
baldy more sympatliy with Homo that 
he has with l^xetcr ilnll. So putting 
.isidc all ]mrly coiisideniUons, ofwhicli 
1 sliidl spcidi. ])ruscutly, Mr. Gladstone 
could hardly do othorwiso than oppose 
a jjolicy which is virtually directed 
against tho liitualisti(! party. Nor is 
it (lidicnlt to see why tho two Ecclosi- 
astii-al ]3ills which "are fighting their 
way through the Lower House at this 
late period of the session should be 
especially obnoxious to the friend of 
Newman and Pusoy. The Scotoh 
Pat ronage Bill vests the right of no- 
minating the minister to a vacant cure 
in the iiarishioners, Now tho theory 
involved in tliis jiroposal, thatthelaity 
havo a voice iu choosing who shall 
[ireach to them, and on consequence 
what doctrines ho shall preach, is fatal 
to the whole sacerdotal dreams of 
High (Jhundimen. IVIoreovor, in tho 
event of the disestablishment of the 
(Uiurch of Englaiul, tho cxamjilo of 
the Scotch liill might provo fatal to 
the KitualisLs. An a matter of fact, 
thero iri ]irolj;d)ly not a ]iarisli in all 
England in which a Bitnalist clergy- 
man would be appointed minister if 
the ap])ointment n-cre determined by 
the wishes of tbo niajori'y oi the par- 
islioners. So Mr. Gladstono inado a 
most eleqnont speech against tho Bill 
on :\londay night, and carried tho ad- 
journment of tho debate. Cliaracler- 
istieally enough, his oiiposition was 
based n|)on ilio abstnici injustice 
which the Bill inlliclod upon tho Ereo 
r'hurch. Tho secoision from the Es- 
tablishedJiirk duo tq the reluc- 
tance o£ tho seoedersto remain -within 
the fpldiof ft 01iun?h Eracitiaa enough 



to tolerate the nomination of its minis 
tors by lay patrons. To ordinary ap- 
prehension, thereforo, it ought to be 
cause of rejoicing to the Free Kirk 
that the old stumbling block of patron, 
ago should bo removed and that there 
is nothing left to prociudo a return to 
tho older communion. Tlio Bill, if 
paasod, will probably lead to tho reu- 
nion of tho two Churches. ]\Ir. Glad- 
stono, however, has discovered that 
such a reunion will bo a grievous wrong 
to tho Prco Kirk Ministers, who will 
be left without congregations if their 
flocks (Patronage being done away 
with) go back to the old National 
Church of Scotland. 

Mr. Gladstone's appearance in the 
characte,r of the chamijion of tho Free 
Church was followed within a couple 
of days by hisapi^earance as tho defen- 
der of tho Anglican party in tho 
Church of England. I have already 
written to you about the Public Wor- 
ship Bill. Its nominal object is to 
substitute a Biniplo process of proced- 
ure for tho cumbrous and costly litiga- 
tion by which it is alone possibly at 
present to force a clergyman to con- 
form to the usages of tho Church. Its 
real object is to give the parishioners 
power, with the consent of the Bishop, 
to put a stop to llitualist innovations. 
Something must be done to curtail the 
license of incumbents who wish to as- 
similate tho ritual and dogmas of tho 
Church of England to those i f which if 
dealt with tho Church" at all could bo 
loss vexatious than that now brought 
before tho House of Commons by the 
Recorder of London. It has been 
sanctioned Dy tho Bishops, a body sin- 
gularly jealous of lay interference; and 
passed tho Peers, amongst whom the 
Ritualists aro largely represented, 
without much opposition. Mr. Glad- 
stone has, however, set his heart ou 
rejecting the Bill. Without actiudly de- 
fending the Bitualist practices his 
whle speech was a virtual apology for 
them and his objoction to the Bill was 
comprised in tho fact that it will secure 
an amount of uniformity in tho ser- 
yicoB of tho Church which will check 
any assimilation of our ritual to that 
of Rome. Mr. Gladstone spoke with 
extreme vigour, and, supported as he 
is by the sympathies of a large section 
of tho Conaervativo party, ho will pro- 
bably succeed in throwing out the Bill 
for this session. Tho victory, how- 
ever, is likely to prove a costly one. 
Without expressing any opinion as to 
tho merits or demerits of High Church 
dogmas, I may say with certainty that 
they are extremely unpopular with 
the vast majority of the country. Our 
people have no love for sacredotal or 
sacramental theories, and Mr. Glad- 
stone's volunteered assumption of the 
Ritualist cause will tend to alienate 
popular feeling fi'om his jiarty. 

DnirTING TOWARDS DISESTABr.IfillMENT. 

Moreover, it is to my mind pretty 
clear that those demonstrations of Mr. 
G^ladstone against the Church Patron- 
age and the Public Worship Bills are 
foelors, if I may use the word, in 
favour of a far more daring policy. No- 
bodj' ever carried to higher excellence 
than IMr. Gladstone the art of convinc- 
ing v'ourself sincerely that tho step re- 
commended by policy is also comman- 
ded by duty; and I read, or fancy I 
read, in these speeches symptoms that 
tho late Premier is growing alivo to 
tho necessity for disestablishmont of 
tho Church of England. The Liberal 
party can never hope to recover power 
without a cry; and tho readiest if not 
the most effective cry is disestablish- 
ment. The Ritualist party, who ob- 
ject strongly to State interference, aro 
in favour of the voluntary system; and 
so it is "uy no means impossible we may 
see Mr. Gladstono l)nf(n'o long on- 
gaged in a arusado against tho State 
Church, with the aid of Mr. Miall and 
the Liberation Society. At any rate 
this was the impression left on tho 
House by Jlr. Gladstone's speech, and, 
in such cases, tho impression, for 
good or bad, is an important as the re- 
ality. 

SIRW. IIAUCOURT AND Tni; WHIOS. 

It would be premature to discuss 
the. chances of success- of a Liberal 
movement for the Disesiafclishment of 

tho Church. This much, however, is 
certain, that tho more suspicion of Mr. 
Gladstone's being likely to favour such 
a movement, will tend for the moment 
to disintegrate tho party even more 
than it is at present. Wluitovor may 
bo the case hereafter, the \\ lugs are 
not yot educated up to tho Disfc.s- 
tablishment, and if over popular fool- 
ing is to bo stirred up energetically 
against tho Chureli, it must bo by 
other arguments and under another 
banner from these adopted by Mr. 
Gladstone. Already the Opposition is 
split up into sections which follow dif- 
ferent leaders. Mr. Foster, tho Mar- 
cpiis of Hartington, Mr. Lowe, and Sir 
William Hareourt, all represent diiVer- 
ent sections of Lilieralism which can- 
not be induced to work harmoniously 
together. I am inclined myself to re- 
gard the late Solicitor-General as the 
coming man of tiro Liberal party. As 
an orator ho ia far tho ablest of tho 
younger generation of Liberals; as a 
politician ho has of lato evinced rapid 
and notable improvement, and as a 
mim ho has many both of the merits 
whii'h Englishmen love in their politi- 
cal Icadors. On Thursday lie replied 
to Jlr. Gladstono in by far tho best 
spooch he has ever made. Notwith- 
standing his formal compliments to 
his loader, the speech was in reality a 
vigorous jn-otest against tho notion 
that tho Liberal party slmrcd tiio 
octdosiasticalviews of tho ox-Pirmier. 
It was a bid, in fac'u, for power, an 
appeal to all tho nntic-Bitualistic con- 
viotions and projudicoi^ So engrossed 
on tho English mind, and it told won- 
derfully with tho House, as it will toll 
/ ir^th tho public out of doors. Through- 



out the negotiations which succeeded 
the resignation of tho late Govern- 
ment, Sir William Hareourt took tho 
lead in advancing tho claims of tho 
Marquis of Hartington to the leader- 
ship, and to those who can read be- 
tween the linos there Avas something of 
a personal challenge in the emphatical 
manner with which iho member <• for 
Oxford repudiated the Church theories 
of hia chief.
